LONDON,  England  — <BWA; 
—Looking  forward  to  the  150th 
anniversary  of  the  Baptist  Un¬ 
ion  of  Great  Britain  and  Ire¬ 
land  in  1963,  the  Union  ha« 
launched  a  four-year  Ter-Jubl- 
lee  celebration. 

Main  feature*  of  the  Ter-Jubi- 
lee,  according  to  Rev.  Ernest  A. 
Payne,  general  secretary,  will  be 
to  make  known  the  history  of 
the  Union  and  also  the  nature 
and  importance  of  the  work 
which  it  undertakes  for  the 
churches,  a  four-year  evangelis¬ 
tic  campaign,  made  flexible  to 
suit  local  conditions,  and  a  fi¬ 
nancial  appeal  aiming  at  300,- 
000  pounds  during  the  next  four 
years. 

The  British  plan  is  very  simi¬ 
lar  to  that  of  the  Baptist  Jubi¬ 
lee  Advance  being  conducted 
in  North  America  in  celebration 
of  the  150th  anniversary  of  the 
organization  of  continental  Bap¬ 
tist  work  in  1814.

Thus  because  the  Brotherhood 
of  a  Baptist  church  had  a  mis¬ 
sion  a  Missionary  instead  of  a 
criminal  was  sent  to  the  peni¬ 
tentiary.

Have  we  given  the  amounts  or 
percentages  as  shown  in  our  an¬ 
nual  budget?  Could  we  increase 
our  planned  cooperative  gifts  to 
show  that  our  conctrn  for  the 
causes  of  Christ  and  lost  souls 
throughout  the  world  ia  gen¬ 
uine? 

Many  questions  could  be  ask¬ 
ed  which  point  out  ant  thought 
“What  kind  of  a  steward  is  my 
church  going  to  be?”  This  deter¬ 
mination  can,  and  should  be 
made  by  chairmen  of  finance 
committees,  chairmen  of  dea¬ 
cons,  and  laymen  as  a  whole  tak¬ 
ing  it  upon  themselves  to  see 
that  God  is  honored  in  every 
way  by  their  Church. 

Take  Inventory 

Christian  laymen,  let’s  take 
inventory  of  what  has  been  done 
and  see  that  we  as  a  group  of 
organised  believers  are  doing 
our  part  in  this  great  unified 
and  proven  program  of  Missis¬ 
sippi  Baptists.  Then  when  the 
annual  report  is  made  we  will 
see  that  Mississippi  Baptists 
have  gone  the  second  mile  for 
our  Lord,  and  thereby  placed  us 
in  a  position  to  accomplish  oth¬ 
er  objectives  which  arc  badly 
needed.

First,  we  find  Stste  Missions 
taught  in  the  example  of  Jesus 
himself:  “And  Jesus  want  about 
all  the  cities  and  villages,  teach¬ 
ing  in  their  synagogues,  and 
preaching  the  gospel  of  the 
Kingdom,  and  healing  all  man¬ 
ner  of  disease  and  all  manner  of 
sickness”  (Matt.  9:15).  Jesus 
made  numerous  trips  to  other 
territories,  but  the  greater  part 
of  his  ministry  was  in  the  cities, 
villages,  and  country  of  Galilee.

BIGHT  OB  WRONG 

QUESTION:  Please  explain 
Romans  14:14.  Some  get  the  im¬ 
pression  that  if  their  conscience 
doesn’t  hurt  them,  it  is  no  sin 
to  go  to  the  dance  on  Saturday 
night,  Just  so  they  go  to  church 
on  Sunday  morning.  They  be¬ 
lieve  it  1s  no  sin  because  it  does 
not  seem  unclean  to  them. 

ANSWER:  The  passage  yoil 
referred  to  is  dealing  with  buy¬ 
ing  meat  that  had  been  offered 
to  Idols.  Yet  the  principle  out¬ 
lined  In  Romans  14  apply  to 
most  of  our  moral  questions. 

What  Paul  was  trying  to  get 
across  to  the  Roman  Christians 
was  simply  this:  you  cannot  con¬ 
demn  something  because  of  its 
association.  Then  he  hastens  to 
add  "Destroy  not  him  with  thy 
meat,  for  whom  Christ  died 
(Verse  15).  Judge  your  practices 
by  the  effect  they  have  on  yOur 
weaker  friends.

Social  work  education 
cannot  be  done  by  mass  pro¬ 
cedures:  "TtrtneaSBfe  this  ’  effec¬ 
tiveness  of  the  seflaol  in  terms 
of  mass  education  criteria  is  a 
false  set  of  values.  Such  edu¬ 
cation  must  be  done  on  a  “cus¬ 
tom  built”  rather  than  a  mass 
production  basis.  This  in  and  of 
itself  is  an  imperatively  needed 
emphasis  among  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists.  Size  is  -not  the  primary 
recommendation  of  any  school. 

II.  The  Need  for  a  More  In¬ 
tensive  Missionary  Strategy. 

Going  Into  New  Era 

Southern  Baptists  are  going 
into  a  new  era  of  missionary 
strategy.  We  have  been  work¬ 
ing  on  an  extensive  basis  and 
now  we  are  going  into  an  era  of 
intensive  missions.  This  means 
that  the  university  and  profes¬ 
sional  people  on  foreign  fields 
must  be  reached  as  well  as  the 
teeming  masses  of  the  under¬ 
privileged.  Just  as  in  the  days 
of  the  Apostle  Paul,  the  great 
cities  were  taken  for  Christ, 
even  so  today  the  missionary  has 
to  move  with  a  more  intensive 
strategy  toward  getting  at  the 
leadership  of  the  peoples  of  the 
world. 

Furthermore,  in  this  country 
the  institutional  life  of  our  own 
denomination  as  well  as  that  of 
city,  state,  and  federal  govern¬ 
ment  agencies  is  in  the  control 
of  highly-disciplined  profession¬ 
al  people.  The  social  worker  is 
a  central  personality  in  this  or¬ 
ganization.  As  it  stands  now, 
however,  a  dedicated  young 
Christian  can  find  social  case 
work  and  group  work  training 
only  in.  secular  or  Catholic 
schools  of  social  work. 

It  is  high  time  that  we  begin 
training  our  own  social  work- 


NEW  YORK  (RNSV- The  Am¬ 
erican  Bible  Society  announced 
here  it  has  donated  Scriptures 
for  display  at  the  American  Ex¬ 
hibition  in  Moscow  to  replace 
those  which,  exhibit  officials 
said,  visitors  had  “removed  or 
damaged  by  tremendous  wear." 

It  said  the  Bibles  were  flown 
by  the  U.  S.  Information  Agency 
from  Washington,  D.  C„  to  Mos¬ 
cow. 

According  to  reports  received 
from  the  American  officials,  the 
ABS  said,  “it  was  necessary  to 
station  guards  around  the  Bible 
exhibit"  to  prevent  their  hand¬ 
ling  by  visitors.  Consequently, 
the  society  added,  it  offered  the 
new  supply  to  permit  visitors  to 
examine  the  Bibles,  more  freely. 

Included  in  the  shipment  were 
Russian  Bibles  in  the  new  ortho¬ 
graphy,  Slovak-language  New 
Testaments,  Greek  New  Testa¬ 
ments,  Russian  Scripture  por¬ 
tions,  English  Bibles  in  various 
versions,  and  the  new  Illustrat¬ 
ed  New’Testament  with  English 
text. 

The  Society  said  it  was  willing 
to  provide  more  than  390,000 
Bibles,  Testaments  and  Scrip¬ 
ture  portions  for  free  circula¬ 
tion  at  the  exhibit,  but  the  of¬ 


fer  was  refused  because  inter¬ 
national  agreements  prohibit 
such  distribution.

There 
is  a  definite  need  for  Carver 
School  an^  we  must  ask:  “What 
then  is  the  need  for  Carver 
School?” 

I.  The  Need  for  Highly  Spe¬ 
cialized  Training. 

The  training  of  missionaries 
and  social  workers  in  their  ad¬ 
vanced  stages  of  education  calls 
for  highly  individualized  and 
specialized  attention.  The  mis¬ 
sionary  today  is  expected  to 
work  in  a  much  more  complex 
situation  than  ever  before.  He 
needs  .individual  attention  be¬ 
yond  that  which  he  receives  in 
general  college  and  seminary 
education.  Carver  School  can 
serve  a  major  function  in  teach 
ing  specialized  courses  in  lan¬ 
guage.  literacy,  anthropology, 
etc.,  on  an  individualized  and 
small  class  basis  to  missionaries. 

Furthermore,  the  social  work¬ 
er  is  not  trained  by  one  or  two 
lecture  courses  but  by  careful 
discipline  under  supervision  of 
experienced  .  teachers. 


This  calls  for  much  private 


ers.'  Just  as  we  have  made 
great  commitments  in  medical 
education  at  the  state  level  and 


in  nursing  education  >t‘  both 


the  state  and  the  southwide 
levels,- we  -also  need  to  train  so¬ 
cial  workers.  Why  should  we 
turn  the  training  of  social  work¬ 
ers  over  to  secular  and  Catho¬ 
lic  schools  of  eoeial  work?  In 
this  country  there  is  not  an  ac¬ 
ceptable  and  accredited  school 
of  social  work  among  Baptist* 
and  only  poorly  equipped  ones 
among  Protestants.  We  as 
Southern  Baptists  should  quit 
quibbling  over  this  matter  and 
commit  ourselves  wholehearted¬ 
ly  to  the  program  set  forth  by 
the  Survey  Committee,  which

Each  year  the  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  adopts  a  general 
mission  budget,  known  better  as 
the  Cooperative  Program.  This 
includes  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  causes,  state  Conven¬ 
tion  causes  and  capital  needs. 

The  state  causes  include  the 
denomination’s  four  colleges 
and,lhe  Gilfoy  School  of  Nurs¬ 
ing,  the  Baptist  Orphange,  the 
Board  of  Ministerial  Education, 
the  Mississippi  Baptist  Founda¬ 
tion,  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Hos¬ 
pital,  the  Baptist  Memorial  Hos¬ 
pital,  Memphis,  owned  jointly 
by  Mississippi,  Tennessee  and 
Arkansas  Baptists,  and  State 
Missions. 

Budget  $399,375.88 

This  year’s  State  Mission  bud¬ 
get,  adopted  by  the  State  Con¬ 
vention  last  November,  is  listed 
below  and  totals  $399,375.00. 

The  State  Mission  budget  of 
$399,375.00,  also  by  vote  of  the 
Convention,  will  receive  $340,- 
375.00  from  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram,  leaving  a  balance  of  $50,- 
000  to  be  given  through  other 
sources.

All  Churches  Urged 

Each  year  there  are  over  100 
churches  that  do  not  give  thru 
the  Cooperative  Program.  These 
are  urged  to  make  a  special  of¬ 
fering  to  State  Missions  in  or¬ 
der  that  they  make  a  contribu¬ 
tion  and  have  a  share  in  Missis¬ 
sippi  Baptists’  mission  program. 

Every  W.  M.  S.  in  the  state  is 
likewise  urged  to  observe  the 
State  Mission  Season  of  Prayer 
and  give  generously  through  the 
Margaret  Leckey  Offering  for 
State  Missions. 

Each  year  In  the  past  approx¬ 
imately  $50,000  his  been  given 
through  the  two  special  offer¬ 
ings  so  the  State  Mission  budget 
could  be  underwritten. 

Purchases  New  Sites 

This  year  however,  also  by  a- 
doption  of  the  State  Convention, 
all  given,  above  the  $50,000  will 
go  for  the  purchase  of  sites  for 
needed  Baptist  churches  and 
missions.

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The  Raising  of  Salaries  of  Pastors 


By  Bov.  O.  B.  Anderson 
In  Gulf  Coast  "Tide” 

Have  you  thought  about  rais¬ 
ing  your  pastor’s  salary  this  fall? 
You  ought  to  bo  thinking  about 
it  now,  for  most  churches  art 
planning  their  financial  pro¬ 
grams  for  next  year. 

I  have  never  known  a  church 
to  be  hurt  by  paying  Its  pastor 
too  much.  On  the  contrary,  I 
have  known  many  instances  of 
actual  injustice  to  men  who 
were  doing  their  best,  without 
really  getting  enough  salary  to 
get  by. 

Let  me  suggest  some  reasons 
for  raising  pastor's  salaries: 

1.  A  raise  is  s  good  way  to  ex¬ 
press  appreciation  for  a  job 
well  done  —  to  say  "Thank  you" 
to  a  man  who  is  not  just  work¬ 
ing  for  what  he  can  get  out  of  it. 

2.  A  raise  Is  an  acknowledge¬ 

ment  that  the  cost  of  living  Is 
steadily  climbing.  (You  need  not 
be  afraid  that  higher  salaries 
for  pastors  will  bring  on  infla¬ 
tion!  Preachers  are  having  the 
life  squeeied  out  of  them  by  the 
inflation  we  already  have!)  Prea¬ 
chers  are  expected  to  live  with 
respectable  standards,  wearing 
respectable  clothes,  and  driving 
dependable  cars.  And,  they  are 
even  expected  to  pay  their  hon¬ 
est  debts!  Be  fair  with  them, 
snd  see  that  the  salary  is  ade¬ 
quate.  -  • 

3.  An  adequate  salary  relieves 
the  pastor  and  his  family  of  the 
constant  tension  of  money  wor¬ 
ries.  He  will  do  better  work.  He 
will  have  a  better  reputation, 
because  he  can  meet  hla  obliga¬ 
tions.  The  better  reputation  will 
be  to  the  credit  and  to  the  bene- 
flfrof  the  church. 


Pastors  seldom  ask  for  a  raise. 

Indeejd,  a  pastor  should  never 
have  to  ask.  If  he  is  deserving, 
and  if  the  church  te  at  all  able, 
raise*  should  be  given  without 
his  suggesting  ft  But  remem¬ 


ber:  People  do  not  want  to  think 
that  their  pastors  are  in  the 
ministry  for  money.  Most  pas¬ 
tors  are  not.  If  one  is,  let  us 
pray  for  him  I  But,  when  the 
money  doesn't  go  ’round,  and 
the  church  doesn't  volunteer  a 
raise,  the  preacher  is  the  one 
on  the  spot.  Almost  anyone  else 
can  demand  more  money — one 
way  or  another  —  but  not  the 
preacher. 

5.  Paying  an  adequate  salary 
speaks  well  for  your  church.  lit 
demonstrates  the  commendable 
qualities  of  thoughtfulness,  con¬ 
sideration,  unselfishness,  fair¬ 
ness,  yes,  and  Honesty.  Some¬ 
times  a  few  church  members 
succeed  in  keeping  the  salary 
low.  If  only  a  few  people  are  al¬ 
lowed  to  control  salaries,  and 
the  preacher  is  underpaid,  every 
member  shares  the  responsibil¬ 
ity!

He 
has  honored  man  in  taking  him 
into  partnership  with  the  Divine 
in  the  greatest  work  in  the 
world — the  remaking  of  ruined 
men.  This  work  that  calls  forth
